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(54) CHAT SCREEN DISPLAY METHOD 

(57}Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a chat system that makes 
expression of intention and feeling of a speaker and specification 
of die speaker easy. 

SOLUTION; When a chat client receives a message consisting of a 
nickname 201 of a speaker, speech contents 202, a user ID 203 
and a blowoff shape number 204, he retrieves a color table 301 on 
the basis of the user ID and retrieves a shape table 302 on the 
basis of the blowoff shape number. The nickname and the speech 
contents are displayed in the blowoff shape of the retrieved color.

CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)} 

[Claim 1 jit is connected with a server by two or more clients with a network, and each of said client, in a 
chat screen -display system containing a message indicator part which displays a message creating part 
which transmits a message inputted by speaker to said server, and a message transmitted by said server, 
Configuration information which shows blow-off shape specified by said speaker to word data in which 
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utterance contents as which said message creating part was inputted are shown, Add speaker information 
which shows this speaker, create said message, transmit to said server and said message indicator part, 
and said message indicator part, A chat screen display method characterized by what a message which 
received is divided into said word data and said configuration information, and said word data is surrounded 
at least by biow off shown by said configuration information, and is displayed on a screen. 
[Claim 2} Said message creating part adds said speaker's user ID to said message further, transmits to it, 
and said message indicator part, The chat screen display method according to claim 1 which searches a 
color table buiit in based on said user ID, and is characterized by displaying said word data as a 
background color in said blow off of said word data using a searched color. 

(Claim 3]When a color corresponding to said user ID is not able to be searched, said message indicator 
part. The chat screen display method according to claim 2 making a color newly set to this user ID 
correspond, and storing in said color table while setting a new color as said background color 
corresponding to this user ID. 

[Claim 4|The chat screen display method according to claim 1, 2, or 3, wherein said message indicator part 
changes a display start position of said blow off at random and displays it. 

[Claim 5} Each of a first half client transmits information which specifies a chat room to said server, when 
connected to said server, In response, said server transmits to this client, and background image data 
corresponding to the chat room concerned this client. The chat screen display method according to claim 
1, 2, or 3 by which it is displaying-by using received background image data as background image-said 
message characterized.

DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the lnvention]This invention relates to the art which extended the mode of expression of the chat 
in the text which is one of the communication art which used networks, such as the Internet 

[0002] 

[Description of the Prior ArtJThe general composition of a chat system is shown in ess awing 1. The chat 
system comprises the computer 100 for servers, and computer 110~mo for n clients. The chat server part 
101 operates on the computer for servers, and chat client 111-lnl operates respectively on computer 
11 0-1n1 for clients. 

[0003lThe chat client 111 comprises the message creating part 112 and the message indicator part 113. 
The computer 1QQ for servers contains the chat server part 101. Chat, client Inl comprises the message 
creating part in2 and the message indicator part In3. 

[00043The message transmission and reception in a chat system are performed as follows. 
[OOOSJThe chat client 111 creates a message by the message creating part 112, transmits to the chat 
server part 101, and it sends it to the message indicator part 113. The chat server part 101 collects the 
messages from the chat client connected to the chat server part, and distributes the collected messages 
to chat client Inl. it is key **** that a message is distributed in that case to the chat client connected to 
the chat room which the chat client has managed. The message indicator part 113 of the chat client 111 
and the message indicator part 1n3 of chat client 1n1 display the sent message on each screen. 
[OOOSJThe example of the conventional chat screen of each chat client is shown in drawing 2 . As shown in 
drawing 2, in the conventional system, the ** message supplied to the chat client is displayed below in 
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order from the top by the order supplied to the screen in white Isshiki. The messages displayed on a chat 
screen are only nickname ("reiji", "Urashtman", etc. in drawing 2) , and utterance contents. 
[0007|The flow of the message creating part of a chat client is shown in drawing 3, Utterance contents are 
inputted into a message creating part in Step At of drawing 3. Mext, the message creating part of a chat 
client is Step A2, creates a message from iterance contents and adds the nickname corresponding to a 
speaker to utterance contents in step A3. Finally, the message to which nickname was added is 
transmitted in step A4. 

[0008j Drawing 4 shows the flow of the message indicator part of a chat client. The message indicator part 
of the chat client which received the message from the server at Step B1 of drawing.!. is step 8-2, and 
decomposes a message into utterance contents and nickname. And the position which displays utterance 
contents and nickname on a screen is computed at Step B3. And it is judged whether the computed 
position is larger than a screen at step B4. When the computed position is larger than a screen (i.e., when 
the screen is already buried with the message), processing of a message indicator part progresses to step 
85, and when that is not right, it progresses to Step 87. In step B5, a message indicator part secures the 
field which scrolls a screen and can display a new utterance. Next, in step B6, it comes out of the new 
display position of a message, and computes again, and nickname and utterance contents are drawn at 
Step B7, When it is not necessary to scroll, it draws in the position acquired by step B4< 
[0009|The relation of a message and a screen content is shown in drawing 5. It decomposes into the 
nickname 211 and the utterance contents 212, and the chat client which received the message 210 of 
drawing 5 draws each like drawing 5 on the client screen 410. 
[0010] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the InventionjThere are the following problems in the conventional chat 
system. 

[001 1|l hear that the 1st problem does not have the power of expression of the screen which carries out a 
chat, and there is. The background of a screen is a singie color, the display of a message is simply 
displayed by left -justification, and the reason is that a display order's is fixed from a top to the bottom. 
[001 2] I hear that a speaker cannot convey a feeling and the 2nd problem has him. The reason is because it 
is uniform, as the display of utterance contents showed drawings. 

[001 33 1 hear that the 3rd problem cannot identify a speaker easily, and there is. The reason is because it 
cannot know intuitively whose things the utterance contents which need to read nickname anew and 
precede it were in order to know whose things the utterance contents to precede were since a speaker's 
discernment was made only by a speaker's nickname displayed at the left end. 
[001 4j The purpose of this invention is to provide the text chat system which can communicate smoothly 
and which extended the expression ability of a speaker's feeling and an intention so that it could do in a 
network (Internet). 
[00153 

[Means for Solving the Problem] A chat system of this invention solves a problem of the existing system 
using the following means. 

[001 63 A display of an image is enabled at the background of a screen which carries out a chat in the first 
place, and a transverse direction display position of an utterance is made random. 
[0017]When displaying an utterance, it blows off around, a closing line of shape is drawn, and a user 
enables it second to choose the shape easily. 

[0018}When displaying an utterance, a color of an utterance is changed for every speaker and it draws

[00193 

[Embodiment of the inventionjlhe outline of the equipment configuration of the chat system of this 
invention is the same as that of the conventional composition. However, in the system of this invention, 
the message of the system was extended conventionally, user ID and a blow-off shape number are newly 
added by the message creating part, and operation of the message indicator part is also changed 
corresponding to this. In the chat server and the chat client, the function for the background display of a 
chat client is added. A chat client transmits the information for choosing the chat room which a chat 
server manages to a chat server, when connected to a chat server. In response, a chat server transmits 
the background image data corresponding to the chat room to the chat client concerned. That chat client 
uses this background image data as a background of a chat client screen. 

[002G3The flow of processing of the message creating part of the chat client in this system is shown in 
drawing 6. 

[002 13 In Step CI of draw|Q£.§ ! the message creating part of a chat client receives the utterance contents 
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from a speaker, A message creating part is Step C2, and creates a message from utterance contents. In 
Step C3, a message creating part receives the number corresponding to the blow-off shape which the 
speaker chose. In Step C4, the number corresponding to this blow-off shape is added to the message 
created at Step C2. 

[0022] Next, a message creating part is Step C5, and adds a speaker's nickname to a message. And in Step 
C6, the user iD which is the information for specifying a speaker as the message to which nickname was 
added is added. Finally, the message creating part of a chat client transmits the created message to a 
server and the message Indicator part in the same chat client in Step C7. 

[0023|The flow of processing of the message indicator part of the chat client in this system is shown in 
draw ing 7. 

[bfJ24]At Step D1 of drawing 7, the message indicator part which received the message from the server is 
Step D2, and decomposes a message into utterance contents, nickname, user iD, and a blow-off shape 
number, In Step 03, blow-off shape is determined with reference to the table in which having blown off 
with the blow-off shape number, and showing correspondence of shape. 

[002 5] Next, a message indicator part searches a color table with Step D5 from user iD, and judges at it 
whether the color corresponding at Step D6 is stored in the color table. This color table is built in the 
message indicator part. If the color corresponding to user ID is stored in the color table, it will draw at the 
next step D14 using the color and the above-mentioned blow-off shape. 

[0026J In Step D6, if search goes wrong, a message indicator part will carry out additional registration of 
the * * * * of user ID and a color to step D7 color table. In Step D14 mentioned later, it blows off and the 
added color is used as a drawing color, 

[00273 Next, a message indicator part is Step D9, and computes the position (Y shaft orientations) which 
displays an utterance. And when judged with the computed position being larger than the maximum of the 
Y coordinate of a screen by the judgment of Step D10 (i.e., when the screen Is already buried with the 
message), a message indicator part is Step D11, scrolls a screen and secures on a screen the field which 
can display a new utterance. And the display position (Y coordinate) of utterance contents is again 
computed at Step D12. When it is not necessary to scroll, in Step D14 mentioned later, the Y coordinate 
obtained at Step D9 is used. 

[0028JIt Is Step D13, and a message indicator part determines at random the drawing position of the X 
axiai direction which displays utterance contents, it is Step D14 and draws nickname and utterance 
contents using the above-mentioned blow-off shape and a color. 

[00293The related figure of each data at the time of drawing the message in the message indicator part of 
a chat client is shown in drawing 8 . The message 210 comprises the nickname 201, the utterance contents 
202, the user ID 203, and the blow-off shape number 204. in the user ID 203, the color of blow off 
searches the color table 301 to a key, and it is decided that it will be a meaning. The shape of blow off is 
determined as a key with reference to the shape table 302 in the blow-off shape number 204. 
[00303The nickname 201 and the utterance contents 202 are drawn in the blow-off shape determined 
above by the client screen. The display position of an utterance is determined as a transverse direction at 
random in the case of drawing, 

[003l3Thus, the example of the displayed chat screen is shown in drawing 9. 

[0032] Next, other examples of this invention are described with referonc e t 0 lr this example, it 

is not displayed below from the top in the order inputted like the chat screen of drawing 9. and the display 
position of Y shaft orientations is also displayed at random on the screen. When the display of blow off 
becomes thin and went and carries out fixed time lapse whenever time passes so that a screen may not 
be filled with blow off, it can disappear from a screen, 
[00333 

[Effect of the InventionjThere is the 1st effect in the ability to improve the power of expression of the 
screen which carries out a chat. The reason can display an image on a background, and can display a 
closing line on a message, and the display of a message is not a left end but because it is displayed at 
random. 

[0034] There is the 2nd effect in the ability of a user to emphasize a message. The reason is because the 
closing line shape of the message which a speaker sends can be changed according to a speaker's 
intention. 

[0035] There is the 3rd effect in the ability to specify a speaker easily from a message, the reason has 
determined the background color of a message as a meaning for every speaker --it comes out clitteringly.
